331 students won positions on the 
honor roll last term, 30 fewer than 
the preceding term’s tally. To be eh- 
gible, a person must obtain an 85% 
average in all major subjects, pass all 
minor subjects, and have a good record 
of conduct and attendance. 

P.G. 4 led the grades by placing 114 
people on the honor roll. Karen Grebel 
and Berit Spant tied for the top aver¬ 
age among the girls in that grade, each 
with an average of 97.6. David Grab- 
low, by securing a 95.8 average, 
ranked as the top boy. 

P.G. 6 had 89 representatives on the 
roll. Roberta Cassler, with an average 
of 96.2, led the girls, and Melvin Ber¬ 
ger led the boys with a 94.0 average.

The members of the course have 
been grouped into small units for con¬ 
venience. 

The first meeting of Donnie’s group 
was held on September 27, at 10 A.M. 
in the Havemeyer Building of the 
University. The meeting lasted until 
1 P.M. 

The Science Honors Program is an 
innovation, and the sponsors hope that 
it will succeed in giving interested 
students an opportunty to learn more 
about science on a college level.

Our new Superintendent of Schools, Dr. John J. 
Theobald, in a recent radio address to New York City 
school teachers, emphasized the importance of develop¬ 
ing a sense of responsibility in all pupils. It is interesting 
to note that the word responsibility is derived from the 
same stem as the word respond. A person who possesses a 
sense of responsibility realizes constantly that he must 
respond or answer for his words and actions. Such a per¬ 
son is keenly aware of the feelings and expectations of 
others and acts accordingly. He is guided by a sense of 
justice and fair play. He endeavors to do his best on 
every job he understakes, and he exerts every effort to 
carry through his assignment to a successful conclusion.

BE A MQOKIST!

Bigotry or Mookism? Discrimina¬ 
tion versus Brotherhood! The choice is 
yours, as it was for the 150 student 
leaders who attended the 13th Annual 
High School Camp Conference at 
Camp Lake Bryn Mawr, sponsored by 
the Greater New York Area Council 
of the National Conference of Christ¬ 
ians and Jews. The chief aim of the 
Conference was to teach its members 
how to practice good human relations. 

Will you be the person who asks his 
neighbor’s religion or looks at his skin 
before asking him to join your team 
or to lend his homework? Or will you 
be the one who finds out first if he’s 
a good player or if he did the history 
assignment? To discourage the former 
and teach the latter is one of the main 
purposes of the N.C.C.J., though in a 
much larger and broader sense. This 
agency of human relations hopes to 
bring this practice of brotherhood not 
only to schools, but to communities 
throughout the nation. 

Mookism is the belief in and fur¬ 
therance of the brotherhood of all 
youth defying discrimination. A 
mookist is a person who wishes to fur¬ 
ther the cause of tolerance. 

Mookism, the word which captured 
the attention of most N.C.C.J. camp¬ 
ers at Bryn Mawr, was derived during 
a session of the "Self Segregation in 
School” group. Mookism is indeed a 
different and catchy word, and it was 
felt that this quality of difference and 
unusualness would be of value in get¬ 
ting people to learn about the purpose 
of this N.C.C.J. Conference. 

Originally mookism referred to a 
feeling of pride towards one’s own 
such as those associated with cliques 
and sororities. But as the popularity 
of the word, not its meaning, grew, 
several campers felt that it could be 
beter used to symbolize the feeling of 
altruism which the N.C.C.J. campers 
hoped to take home and spread 
throughout their neighborhood. 

The logic behind "mookism” is to 
make "deed not creed,” the governing 
thought in our relationship with 
others. ^ 

Essentially the intention of those 
who presented the concept of "mook¬ 
ism” to the camp was to incorporate 
it into the N.C.C.J. framework. 
Mookism possesses the potential to de¬ 
velop into a mass movement. It also 
presents a means of crystallization of 
the principles of human relations 
which was experienced during the five 
day stay at Bryn Mawr. 

For those high school students in¬ 
terested in combating discrimination 
and furthering mookism, the move¬ 
ment began officially on October 12 
and is open to all.

Suddenly the cafeteria was in an uproar. Two boys, 
poised for a fight, hurled barbed insults at one another 
from across a lunch table. A teacher hurried over to 
break up the commotion and the boys were separated. 

In any school but Lane the episode would have ended 
in the dean’s or principal’s office. Lane, however, has a 
unique organization which deals with cases such as this 
one. Its name is the United Laneites Committee. 

Composed of about twenty-five Negro and white 
boys and girls, the U. L. C.’s goal is to make Lane "a 
happy school.” By promoting good relations among all 
members of the school, regardless of race or religion, the 
committee feels that this can be accomplished. 

One of the ways in which the U. L. C. promotes 
brotherhood is by its unique practice of interviewing 
students who have gotten into trouble with their class¬ 
mates. During any 8th period, room 158 may be abuzz 
with the probing questions and often unexpected answers 
of the committee members and culprits. The only teacher 
present is Mr. Michael Aronson, assistant dean of boys 
and faculty adviser to the group, and he stays completely 
in the background during the proceedings. 

"We’d like the school to know that the U. L. C. is 
a student organization,” a former committee member 
remarked. "We have found that a student who does not 
conform to the school code is more apt to feel bad when 
his fellow students condemn him than when he is scolded 
by a teacher. That is where the U. L. C. comes into play.” 

Perhaps the slogan of the United Laneites Committee 
best sums up the hopes and ideals of all its members, as 
well as of every other true Laneite. Their motto is "Fight 
Discrimination, Not Students.”

John stated that he was 
proud and thought it an honor to serve the public.
